Race-riots leave 15 dead 

Miami violence down, 
but tension is high 


MIAMI (AP). — Snipers roamed, 
fires .burned and looters went un- 
challenged in Miami early yester- 
day, as two nights of racial rioting 
left at least IS dead. Officials said 
that the violence abated as the day 
wore on, and black leaders called 
for an outdoor gathering yesterday 
in the heart of the troubled area. 

But law enforcement officers 
warned that the rioting, sparked by 
the acquittal of four white ex- 
policemen in the beating death of a 
black man, could rekindle at any 
time. Police said they did not know 
If tbe gathering would cool tempers 
or Increase tensions. 

The governor sent, 2,300 more 
National Guardsmen to aid 1,100 
already dispatched to help cope 
with what had become tbe worst 
riots in terms of fatalities In a U.S. 
city since July 1967. At that time 
Newark and Detroit exploded in 
what became known as tbe "long 


hot summer" of racial turmoil. 

The dead In Miami Included eight 
blacks and six whites killed In the 
often grisly violence, and a 
policeman felled by a heart attack. 
More than 371 people were Injured, 
12 critically, in the chaos that began 
on Saturday night. Over 430 arrests , 
were made, many for violating the 
8 p.m. to 6 a_m. curfew. 

Sheriff Bobby Jones, Dade Coun- 
ty's top law enforcement officer, 
said that Sunday night's curfew ap- 
parently had an effect. "I feel 
slightly optimistic that tbe worst of 
the violence is over,” he said, ad- 
,ding quickly: "We’re not out of the 
woods yet." 

President Jimmy Carter sent 
Attorney-General Benjamin 
Civiletti to Miami yesterday. White 
House press secretary Jody Powell 
said that Civiletti was told to seek a 
restoration of order and to "see that 
justice is done." 


Sadat raps settlements, 
links J’lem to W. Bank

CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday reaffirmed Egypt's in- 
sistence that Arab Jerusalem be in- 
cluded in a Palestinian self-rule 
plan and condemned Jewish 
settlements as "IllegaL" 

The Egyptian leader, in a 
nationally broadcast speech, gave 
no hint about the possibilities of 
resuming the autonomy talks that 
Egypt withdrew from oa May 8. 

But the thrust of Sadat's, speech 
indicated he remainec committed 
to the autonomy concept for 1.2 
million Palestinian Arabs living in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

"We want to relieve the plight of 
the Palestinian people and would 
like the Palestinians to have their 
own representatives and shoulder 
their own responsibilities,” Sadat 
said. 

The Egyptian leader also remain- 
ed unbending on Jewish 


settlements and on the status of 
East Jerusalem. 

“Every measure (Israel has 
taken) regarding Jerusalem is Il- 
legal and definitely annulled, and 
East Jerusalem remains part of the 
West Bank," Sadat said in a 99- 
mlnute speech In which he in- 
troduced his new 25-member 
cabinet 

"The settlements are also illegal 
' and autonomous rule should be full 
autonomy," he declared. 

Sadat also instructed local gover- 
nors :i issue i %:ementa on any dis- 
turbances immediately afterwards 
"to acquaint the people with what is 
going on. Nothing should be hidden. 
"I also say no to the use of mosque 
or church pulpits fou>olitical pur- 
poses," Sadat said. *Again this is 
tbe primary responsibility of the 
provincial governors. Mosques and 
churches are intended tor religious 
purposes only. As for political ac-

Lebanon hits Israel at UN 
as sniping flares in Beirut 


UNITED NATIONS. — Lebanon 
yesterday protested to the Security 
Council over "continuing acts of 
aggression by Israel" and reserved 
the right to call an urgent meeting 
of the council. 

In a letter dated May 17 to Coun- 
cil President Ide Oumarou of Niger, 
Lebanese UN representative 
Ghassan Tueni said that, for the 
past weeki Israel had been at- 
tacking Lebanon by air, sea and 
land. 

Meanwhile, random sniping 
marred civilian traffic on the Fuad 
Chehab highway that connects 
Beirut's Christian and Moslem sec- 
tors, and witnesses reported two 
motorists were fatally Mt yester- 
day. 

Pedestrians led the Red Cross 


men to the two corpses which were 
removed without incident. 

But moments later rooftop 
snipers from the Christian- 
inhabited East Beirut sector open- 
ed up on a number of civilians, who 
dived for shelter be h i n d concrete 
structures in the vicinity. 

Christian leader Camille Cha- 
moun conferred yesterday with 
Moslem Prime Minister Selim al- 
Hoss on the security conditions in 
the country and efforts under way 
to arrange detente between the 
country's 18 bickering religious 

No details were immediately 
a vail able on the meeting, the first 
between the men since they dis- 
agreed on detente and an army 
restructuring plan two years ago.

Majority oppose trading 
areas for Jordan treaty

TEL AVIV. — A majority of the 
public is against r et u rnin g Judea 
and Samaria to Jordan in exchange 
for a peace treaty, and the public Is 
divided on starting the autonomy 
scheme in the Gaza Strip first 
' This emerged from the latest poll 
conducted for The Jerusalem Poet 
by tbe Modi’In Exrachi applied 
research centre among 1,302 adults. 

The first question was: "Are you 
for or against returning the ad- 
ministered territories in Judea and 
Samaria to. Jordan in 'exchange tor 
a peace treaty?" Far — 34.3 per 
cent; against — 60.1 per cent; un- 
decided — 5.0 per cent. 

The answers to the question 
whether autonomy should be im- 
plemented in Gaza first: yes — 41 
per cent; no — 42.9 per cent; un- 
decided — 16.1 per cent. 

Centre director Amiram Yarkoni 


noted that per cent of men op- 
posed returning the territories, as 
did 76 per cent of the 17-22 age 
gztoup, and 68.4per cent of the 23-80 
age group. 

Similar views were held by 93 per 
cent of oriental communities, 68.9 
per cent of low-education groups, 
68.7 per cent of blue-collar workers, 
77 J per cent at religious people and 
&3.3 .per cent of those of low income. 

These sentiments were heaviest 
among residents of Jerusalem and 
new towns. The strongest opposi- 
tion came from: voters from the 
Ukud — 78.4 per cent; National 
Religious Party — 77.3 per cent; 
Agudat Yiarael — 70 per dent; and 
Tefalya — 87 JS per cent. 

Strongest for returning the 
territories for peace were women — 
36 JL per cent: and in the 31-40 age 
group — «.9 per cent. The higher 
the income and education, the 
greater the support' for returning 
the territories.

With the ink . on an economic 
cabinet decision to break off con- 
tractual negotiations between the 
government and foreign firms 
barely dry. Housing Minister David 
Levy and Herut stalwart and 
businessman Ya'acov Meridor 
hastened the signing yesterday of 
an agreement with the French 
Maba company to build 5,000 hous- 
ing units over five years using the 
firm’s Sigma construction method. 

The contract was signed by Hous- 
ing Ministry Director-General 
Asher Vlner and the company's 
Israeli manager yesterday after- 
noon. 

Earlier, Levy managed to con- 
vince the economic cabinet to delay 
by a day tbe validity of the 
economic cabinet’s order. As soon 
as the minister had secured his 
colleagues’ agreement to put off the 
ban on connections with foreign 
firms, his aide, Url Oren, left the 
session and telephoned Meridor 
from the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee room. Oren reportedly said: 
“Bring IL60 worth of revenue 
stamps and the contract and well 
sign!" 

It was revealed yesterday that 
•the company has apparently 
secured better financing terms

Bill would ban 
tobacco adverts

All advertising of tobacco 
products would be forbidden under 
a bill that passed its first reading in 
the Knesset yesterday after being 
presented by Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak. 

The bill would also forbid adver- 
tising of cigarette lighters, 
ashtrays, and any other objects 
connected with the use of tobacco 
products. 

In addition, the bill would require 
manufacturers to ensure that every 
packet or other container of a 
tobacco product contain a warning 
of .the danger to health that may 
result from Ktnoking the product. 

Only three speakers participated 
in the debate, all of them In favour 
of the bill: Yosef Tamir- (Shai), 
Tawfik Toubi (DFPE), and 
Mordecbal Virshubski (Shai). 
Virshubsld noted that the bill goes 
much farther than U.S. law, which 
merely requires a warning notice 
on cigarette packets. 


Tough policies 
on gov’t budget 
expected soon

Next Sunday's cabinet ses- 
sion will be asked to adopt 
drastic measures to cut back 
economic activity. This was the 
upshot of decisions taken at 
yesterday's economic cabinet 
meeting which will have to be 
approved next week by tbe tuU 
cabinet. 

Meanwhile, as of today, there la a 
freeze on all new government un- 
dertakings and' the signing of all 
government contracts, whether 
relating to the development or 
regular budgets (related story on 
Maba — this page). If next Sun- 
day's cabinet meeting approves the 
prolongation of this step, the most 
affected will be tbe Housing and 
Defence Ministries, by far the most 
heavily involved in such outside un- 
dertakings. 

Tbe proposals that the cabinet 
will have before it next Sunday in- 
volve a real cut of 15 per cent In the 
government's purchasing budget 
and a cut of over 25 per cent In its 
budget for salaries. If the govern- 
ment wants to maintain peaceful 
labour relations, it will have to 


make a still bigger cut In the 
development budget and in the non- 
salary sections of the regular 
budget. Since It has up to now 
honoured Its debts, which amount 
to about a third of tbe budget, the 
extent of the needed cut will have to 
be even bigger. 

Treasury officials were doubtful 
yesterday of the government's 
ability to adopt the programme It 
will be faced with on Sunday. 

The economic cabinet’s decision 
insists that government spending 
conform to Income and that govern- 
ment expenditures In the first half 
of the financial year must not go 
beyond the confines of the budget 
for this six-month period. 

But this budget was predicated on 
price rises of 65 per cent (beyond. 
1979 prices) on an average 
throughout tbe first half-year. That 
price level will be reached by tbe 
end of thin month, only two months 
into the year. Obviously ministries 
will have to absorb an » effective 
budget cut of some 20 per cent, with 
the extent of the cut unequally 
spread between the various 
budgetary clauses.

No Treasury pressure to cut 
defence budget — Weizman

LOD. — The state budget can be cut 
witbout ‘ harming the defence 
allocation.. Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman said here yesterday, at 
the start of a tour of eight Israel 
Aircraft Industry plants In the com- 
pany of President Yitzhak Navon. 

Weizman told reporters st the 
start of the tour that he was under 
no pressure from the Treasury. 
"The pressure exists only in the 
press," he quipped. 

He also ascribed to the press the 
“supposed pressure for cancelling" 
the development programme of the 
Lavie jet fighter. "The Lavie will 
fly; it’s an exceptional plane, and 
these boys (indicating IAI workers 


standing nearby) will build it," he 
said. 

Weizman said the defence alloca- 
tion had been cut consistently since 
1977 and would continue to be cut 
according to plan, but not subject to 
"momentary aberrations of the 
consumer price index." 

President Navon also referred to 
the Lavie project when he spoke, of 
Israel entering a new generation of 
home-developed technology. 
Without wishing to influence the 
decision of Finance Minister Ylg&el 
riurvitz on the question. Navon 
said, he would prefer that 
something else be cancelled. The 
Lavie project has implications that 
go beyond the security field, he 
said.

Shah am explained that the two- 
week application procedure would 
apply to licences which, according 
to the signed declaration of the 
applicant's engineer, do not con- 
travene any of the relevant laws 
and regulations. Applications re- 
quiring any bending of the rules 
would continue to need a much 
longer vetting process. (At present, 
the simplest building licence can 
take many weeks or months to 
come through.) 

A subcommittee comprising the 
directors*general of the economic 
ministries Is working on a scheme 
to simplify procedures for foreign 
investors. Instead of having to sub- 
mit their proposals to the Treasury, 
the Commerce Ministry, the Hous- 
ing Ministry, the Lands Authority 
and the local authority — an ex- 
hausting and often exasperating 
procedure — would-be investors 
will be able to make one submis- 
sion, to a centralized agency in 
which all these departments are 
represented. The reply would come 
through “within weeks,” 1

WASHINGTON. — White House and 
State Department officials reacted 
, angrily yesterday to reports that 
Israeli authorities on the West Bank 
j had embarked on a 'policy of 
“collective banishment” of families 
with members implicated In attacks 
against the Israeli military occupa- 
tion. 

Publicly, the' State Department 
spokesman would say only that the 
U.S. was looking into the reports. 
But he added pointedly that If true, 
the Israeli actions would represent 
a violation of the 1919 Geneva 
Conventions governing tbe military 
occupation of conquered territories. 

Privately, officials here 
suggested that the U.S. already had 
received evidence to suggest that 
the reports were true. The 
“Washington Post** yesterday 
published a front-page account of 
the “collective banishment” under 
the headline: "Israelis intern Arab 
families for children's deeds.” 
Israel rejects the view of the U.S. 
and the United Nations that the 
Fourth Geneva Convention concer- 
ning the protection of civilians under 
military occupation applies to the 
West Bank and Gaza. But Israel has 
voluntarily observed most of these 
stipulations in the past. 

The latest reports of collective 


punishment against West Bankers 
are bound to further deteriorate the 
status of the suspended Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations, U.S. of- 
ficials said yesterday. 

As the reports of this development 
were reaching the U.S., the three 
West Bank leaders expelled earlier 
this month by Israeli authorities 
were beginning to make their case 
to the U.S. news media and the UN 
Security Council. 

Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawasma. 
Halhoul Mayor Mohammed MUhem 
and Hebron Kadi Rajab al-Tamlmi 
were meeting with Council 
members as part of their campaign 
to win re-entry into the West Bank. 

A draft Security Council resolu- 
tion urging Israel to allow the three 
to return was informally circulating 
in the UN yesterday. 

Visiting Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon, meanwhile. In New 
York and Washington Has been try- 
ing to explain Israel's case In taking 
the tougher measures on the West 
Bank. 

He met yesterday with the 
editorial staff of The "Washington 
Post," and with members of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. 
Today, he has scheduled meetings 
with “The Wall Street Journal" and 
“Newsweek” in New York. He is 
also due to appear this morning on 
ABC’s “Good Morning, America." 


U.S. Jc;wish body against settlements

WASHINGTON. — The American 
Jewish committee has urged Israel 
to show “restalnt" in establishing 
new settlements on the West Bonk 
and Gaza Strip. 

By a more than two to one 
margin, the national Jewish 
organization voted at its annual 
meeting in New York to include 
such an appeal ^in its formal policy 
statement, which will be released 
publicly later this week. 

The Jerusalem Post has obtained 
a copy of the approved statement, 
which followed a sharp debate 
among the approximately 150 com- 
mittee members participating in 
the meeting. 

Regarding the settlements, the 
statement said: "We believe that 
they are not contrary to Inter- 


ri ational '• -1 aw .'where required -for 
security ’purposes! .We further 
believe that Jews have a right to 
live on the West Bank... 

“Nonetheless, to prevent erosion 
of support, w.e urge Israel, its rights 
notwithstanding, to show 
restraint in the creation of new 
settlements at this time. In the 
meantime, continuing emphasis by 
the United States on the alleged il- 
legality of Israeli settlements in ad- 
ministered territories serves no 
useful purpose." 

The statement went on to note 
that “the principle obstacle to Arab- 
Laraeli peace is not Israeli settle- 
ment policy, which is peripheral, 
butather the continuing refusal of 
Arab states, other than Egypt, to 
recognize Israel and to negotiate 
with her within the Camp David 
framework or on any other terms."

this size, accompanied by a real 
and considerable cut In credit and a 
substantial rise in interest rates, 
Mill lead to a clear growth in un- 
employment and real damage to in- 
vestment projects within the 
economy. 

The Bank of Israel has already 
said it is pleased with the 
programme and has stressed the 
need for real cuts in government 
spending. 

The economic cabinet's resolu- 
tion also says that government 
ministries must adapt their real 
programmes to the nominal 
frameworks laid down for them. 
Treasury circles have made it clear 
that the finance minister will under 
no circumstances put forward a 
supplementary budget for the first 
half of the year. 

The economic cabinet will also 
ask the cabinet to freeze the signing 
of contracts and other com- 
mitments for a considerable time to 
come. It suggests meanwhile that 
all needs be re-examined in the 
light of both recent developments 
and the authorized budget. 

Meanwhile, before the end of this 
month the various ministries are to 
work with the Treasury’s budget 
department in formulating new 
programmes for their com- 
mitments which must be In line 
with the cabinet's decisions. 
Ministries will be allowed to spend 
no more than 5 per cent of the 
regular budget and S per cent of the 
development budget, and each 
ministry will have to present a list 
of the order in which it expects to 
enter Into commitments. 

But the state comptroller has just 
pointed out that the budget law does 
not require the submission of 
reports on contractual com- 
mitments entered into either during 
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the year or at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

The accountant-general in- 
structed government offices to 
report, said the comptroller, but 
laid down no rules on how this is to 
be done. The comptroller went on to 
say that most government 
departments — with the notable ex- 
ception of the Housing Ministry and 
a few others which have only minor 
long-term commitments — had not 
even reported on what contracts 
they had entered into by the end of 
the year. 

Unless the accountant-general 
has radically Improved his data 
bank and reporting system recent- 
ly. it is doubtful if any celling im- 
posed on contractual obligations 
undertaken by the ministries will 
Indeed hold. According to some 
economic _ sources In Jerusalem, a 
nominal ceiling on contracts, unless 
backed up by effective reporting 
and supervision, may drive govern- 
ment expenditure up rather than 
hold it down, because suppliers of 
goods and services will Include 
linkage and interest charges in the 
price. 

Among other economic cabinet 
decisions is one to freeze credit at 
Its nominal current level, following 
real cuts in recent months. Another 
proposes to Increase savings by 
offering the public attractive 
sayings schemes. The regulations 
forcing Importers to make deposits 
of 10 per cent of the value of the 
goods they Import will be extended 
for six months. Since importers 
only receive back the deposit after 
half a year, and without either in- 
terest or linkage, this regulation of 
last November has already brought 
in TS300m. to date. By October, this 
figure will be up to IS450m., with 
the return of the first deposits star- 
ting only now. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvltz 
told economic cabinet members 
yesterday that despite Im- 
provements in the economy in the 
first months of the year, there had 
recently been disturbing 
developments And the public had 
been spending more. But, said Hur- 
vltz, though the drastic steps 
proposed were essential, the 
government had no Intention of 
levying more taxation. In an in- 
flationary period, he said, raising 
taxes was only likely to boost infla- 
tion even further. 

Bank of Israel Governor Arnon 
Gafny stressed' the need to en- 
courage saving and to guard 
against pay rises.

Sponsored 
by the pro-Rabin Urira group, the 
ad reads in part: "Abraham Lin- 
coln must have had Shimon Peres 
in mind when tie warned that you 
can fool all of the people some of the 
time, and some of the people all the 
time, but you can't fool ail the peo- 
ple all the time." It goes on: "The 
nation does not believe a word 
Peres says. Sometimes he Is a 
hawk, and sometimes a dove, and 
sometimes a vulture," (“Peres" 


means bearded vulture in Hebrew.) 

This has sent temperatures soar- 
ing in Labour, and the ad is ex- 
pected to figure • largely in 
Thursday's discussions at the party 
bureau meeting. Even some of 
Rabin's supporters, such as 
Herzliya Mayor Yosef Nevo, have 
asked that he dissociate himselP 
from it, but so far he had declined to 
do so. 

Meanwhile the Peres camp is 
pondering how to reply to the Rabin 
challenge. It is expected that some 
sort of pro-Peres rally will take 
place soon, perhaps in the 
framework of the Yabdav group, 
which was initially set up to battle 
the now-defunct Beit Berl group. 
Peres backers promise that it will 
be massive and will include most of 
the party's MKs, bureau members 
and prominent personalities. 

Meanwhile Labour Knesset fac- 
tion head Moshe Shahal complained 
in a letter to Peres that the rivalry 
in the party is "lowering it to the 
level of the Liberal convention."

TEL AVTV. — The head of the 
Strategic Studies Centre at Tel Aviv 
University warned on Sunday that 
Syria was likely to try to engage 
Israel “In some sort of hostilities, 
barring full-fledged war.” 

Aluf ires.) Aharon Yariv was ad- 
dressing the annual memorial 
meeting for Moshe Haviv, a

Yariv also dismissed the common 
notion that the USSR had been 
“contained” in the Middle East by 
being expelled from Egypt. Tbe

Yariv doubted that a solution of 
the Palestinian problem would br- 
ing stability to the Middle East, 
whose “endemic instability" has 
little to do with the Palestinians. 

Abba Eban, MK, maintained that 
Europe has failed to brace Itself 
against Soviet pressure, "though 
Europe undoubtedly has larger 
technological and cultural assets" 
than her eastern neighbour. Europe 
also was “unconstructive” in pur- 
suing peace In the Middle East by 
pressing for an overall solution, 
Eban said.

"Why 
publish plans for the creation of 89 
settlements- in Judea and Samaria 
when we don't have the resources to 
Implement even a tenth of this in 
the entire country?" 

An aide to Weitz said yesterday 
that Drobiess* plan to create a ring 
of half dozen settlements around 
Jericho, aimed at torpedoing the 
Allon Plan, would not have that 
effect. The plan devised by the late 
Ylgal Allon had called for a cor- 
ridor to be kept open through 
Jericho between Jordan and the 
West Bank, to be handed over to 
Arab control in any future com- 
prehensive settlement. Jewish 
settlements would be built north 
and south of that corridor close to 
the Jordan River and Dead Sea. 

Although the proposed Jericho- 


area settlements would seem to 
plug up that corridor, said Weitz's 
aide, resources are so scant that 
their construction would be a long 
way off. “Even if they were built 
they wouldn't stand in the way of a 
peace agreement," he said. "This 
government, after all, has set a 
precedent about removing 
settlements for a peace 
agreement." 

Only one of the settlements, 
Vered Yericho, about a kilometre 
from the Arab city, Is close to being 
ready for occupancy; most of the 
others have not been started. Tbe 
settlement group which was sup- 
posed to move into Vered Yericho 
has refused to leave the Mltzpe 
Yericho settlement on the Mils 
above where they are now located. 
A major reason is their reluctance 
to move into an Arab-populated 
area. 


The Histadrut Social Workers 
Union has stepped up its attack on 
Social Affairs Minister Israel Katz 
by Issuing a leaflet containing 
quotations from Katz arranged in a 
highly critical manner. 

The attacks on Katz have in- 
creased ever since the minister 
sent a letter to Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz lamenting the 
declining ability of the government 
to cope with the social and 
economic gaps. 

The most recent attack Includes a 
quotation from Katz about enjoying 
a cabinet meeting because of the 
“tasty sandwiches" served. In a 
leaflet sent to more than 8,000 union 
members, the leaflet lists 
numerous Katz quotes: 

“The minimum wage la lower 
than ever before...the social gap la 
growing... the number of people re- 
questing social welfare services is 
growing... While there's no money 
for the needy, the government gives 
presents to th'e-rich, such as 
cancelling death duties, property 
taxes and travel taxes." 

The leaflet then concludes: 
"And he enjoys his 
Sandwiches... Mr. Minister, the 
government is not a cafeteria. What 
are you still doing there?" 

Meanwhile, an anthology of ar- 
ticles on the establishment of social 


welfare care under emergency con- 
ditions has been reissued by the un- 
ion as an indication of union plans 
to gear up for volunteering services 
that may be cutback by the 
Treasury. 

While much of the magazine is 
devoted to social welfare in times of 
war, the substance of the articles 
deal with social workers volunteer- 
ing services if what is termed 
"mass harm" is done to the welfare 
population.

WHO assembly again condemns Israel 


GENEVA (AF). — In what has 
become an annual denunciation of 
Israeli practices in. the ad- 
ministered territories, the World 
Health Organization's general 
assembly yesterday expressed Its 
"deep concern" at the health and 
psychological conditions imposed 
on the Arab population In tbe areas. 

By 60 votes In favour and 24 
against, with 20 abstentions, the 
assembly condemned Israel In a 
resolution for "continuous shelling 
of Palestine refugee housing 
settlements in Southern Lebanon" 
and for the alleged confiscation of 
Arab water sources and other 
resources for the purpose of es- 
tablishing new Jewish settlements. 

The resolution also condemned 

“the inhuman practices" to which 
It said Arab prisoners and 
detainees were subjected in Israeli 

Jolla. 

Responding to the resolution, 

sponsored by Arab and Third World 

states including China and India, 


Israel's Health Ministry Director- 
General Prof. Baruch Modan said 
that all residents of the West Bank 
and Gaza have full access to 
government health services. 

Pointing out that management of 
West Bank health services was 
recently offered to local ad- 
ministrators, Modan said; “I 
regret to say that none of the 
physicians qualified to undertake 
the job was prepared to step in." 

This decision, he added, was baa- 
ed purely on politics rather than 
health requirements. "I hereby 
declare, In your presence, that If a 
qualified local physician is honestly 
ready to undertake the administra- 
tion of the health services in the 
West Bank, he can have the job 
tomorrow morning," Modan told 
the assembly. 

Describing the resolution as "a 
long list of arbitrary assertions," 
Modan said It had “not even a 
remote connection" with the health 
needs of the population-concerned.

SEOUL (API- — Martial law 
authorities yesterday ordered the 
closing of the. national assembly 
and headquarters of both major 
political parties, as student 
demonstrations were broken up In 
Seoul and Kwangju. , 

Min Kwan Shlk, .Acting Speaker 
of the single-house congress, seat a 
letter to all assembly members 
yesterday saying that the military, 
now in almost complete control of 
South Korea, had Informed him 
they would not be permitted to open 
the assembly session scheduled for 
today. 

The headquarters of both the pro- 
government Democratic 
Republican Party and the opposi- 
tion New Democratic- Party were 
also ordered dosed. 

Earlier, DRP officials had said 
they were calling off the session, 
because “under the circumstances, 
there is no point to it.” 

The DRP’S president, Kim Jong 
Pil, was among 26 prominent 
political and dissident figures 
arrested in army sweeps early Sun- 
day morning. 

Defying martial law, 50,000 
students and residents of Kwangju, 
battled with rocks and sticks 
against fully armed paratroopers 
for a second straight day earlier 
yesterday. 

Reports from Kwangju, 270 km. 
south of Seoul, said there were 
numerous casualties, hut no exact 
figure was immediately available. 

A witness likened the street 
clashes to "battlefield" scenes. 

The reports ‘ said paratroopers 
charged Into the demonstrators and 
clubbed those they could get with 
the butts of their rifles. On several 
occasions, soldiers isolated from 
other troops were beaten by the 
crowds. Later, in Seoul, sporadic 
demonstrations broke out near the 


main railroad station, involving up 
to 1.000 students in many small 
groups, but they dispersed when 
police charged them. The major 
southern city of Pusan and Taegu 
were reported calm, but armoured 
vehicles rolled through the. streets 
and troops were on patrol. When 
hundreds of p&ratrbopr rein- 
forcements arrived in Kwangju, the 
protesters began fleeing down 
narrow side-streets, chased by the 
soldiers.' Witnesses said a man and 
a woman in the crowd, blood 
streaming down their faces, were 
dragged away by the troops. 

Two helicopters hovered 
overhead during the clashes, one 
broadcasting the command, "Go 
home! Go home!" . 

Protesters hurled Molotov 
cocktails at cars and threw one into 
a radio station where employees 
picked it up and threw it back out- 
side before It could do any damage 

Reports from Kwangju said the 
soldiers restored order four hours 
after fighting began and then 
patrolled streets littered with shoes 
purses and personal belongings of 
demonstrators who had fled.

VANCOUVER, Washington. — 
Abrasive volcanic ash drifted over 
three U.S. states yesterday and a 
1 . 6 -kilometre wall of steaming mud 
oozed down the side of Mount St. 
Helens after a volcanic eruption 
that killed at least nine people and 
reduced the pristine snow-covered 
peak to an ashen flat-top. 

“It looks like the aftermath of an 
atomic explosion,*' said pilot 
Dwight Reber. "I think the whole 
north face of the mountain has 
blown out.” 

The ash fell 1.3 cm. deep on the 
ground as far as 800 km. away. 

The mudflow — the consistency 
of wet cement and moving at 80 kph 
— pushed floodwaters before it, 
swept up care and houses and 
snapped conerete-and-steel bridges 
like toothpicks. 

Besides the nine people killed, at 
least four persons were missing on 
the sides of the mountain. About 2,- 
000 people were evacuated. 

The victims apparently were 
caught in the flooding or by the 
heated mudslides that flowed off 
the mountain, authorities said. 
There were no repor ts of lava.

Optimism in 
India about 
Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Indian 
Foreign Secretary R.D. Sathe said 
yesterday on his return from 
three-day visit to Kabul that the 
Afghanistan crisis is "near a 
solution.” 

Sathe, who discussed with Presi- 
dent Babrak Karmal and other 
Afghan leaders .their latest 
proposal for direct talks with 
Pakistan and Iran, w.ould not 
specify to reporters how the situa- 
tion brought about by Soviet in- 
tervention In Afghanistan has im- 
proved. 

Sathe, No. 2 official of the Indian 
External Affairs Ministry, flew to 
Kabul Friday to seek more details 
of the proposal by the Soviet- 
installed government that Pakistan 
has already rejected. 

'Pakistan has rejected the 
proposals only to the extent that it 
has reversed priorities, but you will 
find that there Is some degree of 
commonality between the Afghan 
proposal and the Pakistan thinking 
on the subject,” he said. 

Pakistan said on Thursday it can 
normalize relations with 
Afghanistan only when it becomes 
‘free of foreign domination and 
control and its people are able to ex- 
ercise their sovereign rights.” 

Sathe said Karmal is “willing to 
have a settlement of the problem as 
soon as possible." He denied having 
discu s sed any new Indian proposals 
or Ideas with Karmal.

The knowledgeable rabbi from 
Hebron was unusual for the western 
hemisphere. During his- tenure in 
Curacao he was highly respected 
both for his Jewish learning and for 
using it in a very energetic fashion. 
The congregation rewarded him to 
show its appreciation for his work: 
when he left in 1784 to return to 
Hebron, he had a bill of exchange to 
a Venetian Jewish banker for 
almost 4,000 gulden, a considerable 
sum for those days. 

A REAL adventurer, Carigal did 
not remain in the holy imit for long. 
By 1788 he was again at sea, andhli 
first major stop was London, where 
he remained for over two yean. . 
Anxious to return to colonial' 
America, he landed In Philadelphia 
in 1772. From there he moved 
quickly to New York for a six- 
month stay, and then sailed mirth to 
Newport, Rhode Island, arriving in 
the New England seaport just 
before Purim in 1773. 

One of the first to hear of 
-C&rigal's arrival was Reverend 
Ezra Stiles, a Christian Hebraist of 
note. As a student of the holy 
tongue, Stiles was always most anx- 
ious to meet rabbinic visitors to the 
city and Improve Ida knowledge of 
the Hebrew language. A few years 
later when Stiles became president 
of Yale College, he also taught 
Hebrew at the school. He insisted 
that his students learn the Psalms 
In Hebrew, constantly reminding 
them that when they arrived in 
heaven, they would hear them in 
the original language'and he would 
be most embarrassed if they could 
not understand what the angels 
were singing. 

WEen In March 1778 Stiles heard 


160 kms. down the Danube from 
Vienna. The mission's purpose was 
to effect the early release of Allied 
citizens In the camp and to dis- 
tribute food parcels to the other In- 
mates. 

-Haefllger set out from 
Switzerland on April 28, 1945, with a 
convoy of 19 cars and trucks loaded, 
with food parcels.' From the mo- 
ment the convoy entered Germany 
on the way to Austria it came under 
Allied air attacks. Haefliger's first 
contact with the Nasi style of war 
came when his convoy encountered 
a column of starving Russian war 
prisoners being driven along by SS 
guards. 

Any straggler who collapsed 
from weakness was promptly shot 
“Murder — cold-blooded murder 
right in front of my eyes," writes 
-Haefllger in -a pamphlet -published 

three years ago. “I felt* like, Jam- ■ 
p)ng out of my car- and- throttling 
th’oae” fcs~met£ bufmy^ifHver held " 
me back.” 

On arrival at Mauthausen, 
HaefUger and one of his assistants 
were taken to the office of the camp 
commander, Stondartenfuehrer 
(SS Major) ZIereiz. 

Haefllger knew that an earlier 
Red Cross delegate had delivered a 
consignment of parcels, but that he 
had not been permitted to enter the 
camp to supervise their distribu- 
tion. As a result, the most 
nourishing contents of the parcels 
had been stolen by the SS and some 
privileged prisoners. 

Haefllger refused to deliver his 
food supplies unless he could verify 
that they were given to all the in- 
mates. 

To gain time, he asked Zierela to 
contact the headquarters of SS 
chief Kaltenbruzmer for permission

that “a Hebrew rabbi from the holy 
land” had arrived, the minister 
made sure to be in the synagogue 
for Purim services to meet him.* 
The rabbi . struck his Christian 
observer as an “ingenious and sen- 
sible man, learned and truly 
modest far more so than I ever saw 1 
a Jew.” 

The two became fast friends and 
met on many occasions for a varie- 
ty of discussions. The 19th century 
Christian historian Hannah Adams, 
in her book “History of the Jews,” 
indicated that Stiles met with 
Carigal "for the purpose of acquir- 
ing pronunciation of Hebrew, of 


ascertaining the -meaning of am- 
biguous expressions in the original 
of the Old Testament, of conversing 
on past events relating to this ex- 
traordinary nation, as recorded In 
sacred history, and of tracing Its 
future destiny by the light of 
prophecy." Carigal was, in Adam's 
words, Stiles’ “Chocham Rabbi." 

THE PRESENCE of Carigal in 
Newport brought a real sense of 
pride to the community. For the 
holiday of Shavuot, it was decided 
by Aaron Lopes, leader -of the 
town's Jews, that Carigal should 
give the sermon. Christian 


notables, including the governor 
and judges, were Invited so that 
they could see Newport Jewry put- 
ting “Its best foot forward." Ihe 
guest rabbi ' was not the only 
highlight of the service. Abraham 
Rivera, the small, undersized son of 
Jacob Rivera, another community 
leader, chanted the Haftara from 
Ezekiel even though he had not 
reached his 13th birthday. All told, 
the imposing Rabbi Carigal and the 
youthful Rivera made it quite a 
special service. 

Rabbi Carigal ’s Shavuot sermon 
dealt with themes such as sin, study 
and the restoration of the holy land.

HAEFUGER knew that since its 
establishment in 1988, after the 
Anschluss of Austria, about 150,000 
people ahd been killed in the 
Mauthausen extermination camp. . 

At the time of his arrival, 
Mauthausen and its branch camps 
— Gusen I and n, and Ebensee — 
were filled with 60,000 prisoners. 
Thousands died every week from 
starvation, typhus and overwork, 
.and the chimney of the camp 
cromfltarluiij smoked- 24. hours a . 
day. 

* ZlereSr blinsdf was in the habit of 
killing 80. to 40 prisoners a day by 
shooting them in the back of the 
neck-. — 

Haefllger writes: "Once he 
boasted to me that he had ordered a 
truck-load full of corpses driven to 
the front of his villa to demonstrate 
his achievements to his wife.” 

But now towards the end -of the 
war, Zlereis pretended to feel sorry 
for the prisoners, and Haefllger 
tried to take advantage of the situa- 
tion by negotiating for an improve- 
ment in camp conditions. 

He finally received permission to 
enter the prisoner compounds, of 
which he wrote: “By now I was 
completely Indifferent to my own 
* fate. I only wanted to do something 
for the prisoners.” 

THE FIRST break came on May 2 
when Haefllger saw copies of the

orders to destroy all the camps at 
the approach of the Russians, ex- 
pected on the night of May 5-8. 

The following day, HaefUger 
went to Zlereis' office to, try to 
persuade him to countermand the 
final destruction order. 

"After endless discussion, I got 
him to cancel the fateful order. Bilt 
he refused to put this into writing. 
So I wrote In my own hand at the 
bottom of the order ‘Cancelled ac- 
cording to verbal instructions by 
Standartenfuehrer Zierela; signed 
— Haefllger.' ” 


At a second meeting, later that 
day between the stiff-necked Swiss 
and the German, Zlereis collapsed 
completely. He started shaking and 
began to ramble on about his wife 
and three children. 

After the encounter, HaefUger 
rushed to the camp tailor shop and 
instructed the prisoner foreman to 
make two large flags —an all-white 
flag to signal surrender to the ap- 
proaching Allies, and a Red Gross 
flag. He also instructed the men in 
* the garage to. paint white, an Opel 
n belonging .ta (he Sfland to pi ape At at 
his disposal. 

t- - ‘ ■ 

ON THE morning of May 0, the 
sound of Allied artillery fire on the 
city of Linz could be heard at tbe 
camp. The Red Cross official — 
■who had been given accommoda-. 
tion with a Nazi lieutenant, Reiner, 
In the SS barracks — advised his 
room-mate to tear all SS identifica- 
tion off his uniform. 

Haefllger wanted Reiner to join 
him In an attempt to contact ad- 
vance elements of the Americans 
and get them to liberate the camp 
before the SS could blow it up. 

The two set off in the white Opel 
- in search of -the Americans. After 
several hours of driving in the 
direction of Linz, they spotted a 
group of three American tanks. 
Waving a white flag, Haefllger, 
tried to explain his mission In his 
poor English to some of the young 


He indicated that “the .calamities 
endured by the Jews had not been 
casualties or accidents; they deriv- 
ed from the sin which the communi- 
ty as a whole had committed and of 
which Its members were still guilty 
— that Is not following the injunc- 
tions of God.” Citing the Talmud, 
he said that the “loss of Jerusalem 
was owing to the contempt and ig- 
nominy with which they treated 
everyone who applied himself to the 
divine study.*' 

Although the Jews were in exile 
for their ‘‘crimes and 
abominations,” Carigal assured hla 
listeners that the Jewish people had 
not been rejected by God. All the 
ancient nations who were God's in- 
struments to punish the Jews had 
already been destroyed. Now If the 
Jews would show contrition, they 
would experience God's mercy in 
that they would be restored to the 
holy land and the Temple would be 
rebuilt. 

Since it was Shavuot, the time of 
the giving of the Torah, there was a 
marked emphasis in the sermon on 
the need for study at home and In 
the synagogue. Study was the best 
antidote to sin, for through It, the in- 
dividual learned what God ex- 
pected of him morally. This was 
highlighted in the Ten Com- 
mandments, given on the day of 
Shavuot, Carigal stressed. 

Carigal said that observance of 
the Law was destined to restore the 
Jewish people to its homeland: 
“Let us have a firm belief in the in- 
numerable prophecies that predict 
our restoration." God would bring 
about the return, he predicted, 
when His people obeyed His moral 
law in their commercial dealings, 
in study and in loving their 
neighbours as themselves. The rab- 
bi concluded with the belief that In 
time, all the world will accept the 
ethical monotheism of Judaism and 
say. “in one voice": “In that day 


GXs. After a short while one of them 
said: “You can speak German to 
me. I'm Jewish and I was born In 
Vienna." 

The commander of the llth Divi- 
sion, to which the tank patrol 
belonged, gave permission and 
several armoured vehicles ' ad- 
vanced to liberate the camps. 

HaefUger in his white car led the 
column to Mauthausen where the 
prisoners took down the swastika 
flag and hoisted the white flag and 
the Red Cross ensign. The SS men

Haefllger remained at the camp 
for several weeks to help with the 
repatriation of the surviving 
prisoners. Eleven days after the 
liberation, he was honoured by the 
12,000 remaining men. 

Three weeks after the liberation, 
the l»-year-old aon-'of Zlereis 
. appeared ■ - befor^‘^th» ■American 
comfoandlng-offlcer at Mautha u sen 
'Oftd fold ‘Hm'wHere^hrs '"father was 
hiding. He explained that he took 
the action because his father was a 
criminal. 

Zlereis was shot twice as he 
attempted to escape. Before dying, 
on the operating table, he gave a 
full account of his activities at 
Mauthausen from February 1938. 
Ex-prisoners later broke into the 
hospital, carved "Hell Hitler" on 
his backside and hung his body on 
the formerly electrified camp 
fence. 

WHY HAS it taken 85 years for 
Louis Haefliger's deeds to be 
recognized in Israel? And why has 
the Red Cross and his native coun- 
try practically disavowed him? 

Haefllger, in a recent Interview 
with The Jerusalem Post said he 
had received some recognition in 
Austria. The Austrian justice 


there shall be one Lord and His 
name shall be one." 

The rabbi, even before his ser- 
mon. had indicated in a private con- 
versation that the Messiah might 
appear “daily, probably within for- 
ty years at least." But it 1s doubtful 
If anyone other than Stiles took him 
very seriously. The Jewish , 
stalwarts In Newport were relative- 
ly happy just where they were. 

AFTER FIVE MONTHS In New- 
port. Carigal sailed to Surinam and 
then to the isle of Barbados, where 
he became the congregation’s rabbi 
in 1774. During the next three years, 
he corresponded In Hebrew with 
Ezra Stiles, and the letters provide 
an Interesting Insight Into the close 
friendship between the two. One 
particular letter sent by Stiles in 
1775 contained a moving descrip- 
tion of the battle of Bunker Hill, and 
concluded with the famous dictum, 
“The day Is with the Lord.” 

After settling into his post, 
Carigal felfthat he was financially 
secure enough to bring his wife and 
children from Hebron to Barbados. 

He had not seen them for over nine 
years. But before he could realize 
this goal, he contracted a disease . 
and died in 1777. Ne was buried in 
the cemetery In Bridgetown Bar- 
bados. 

Stiles, who had become president 
of Yale College, told Aaron Lopez of 
Newport In 1781 that "the affec- 
tionate respect I bear to the 
memory of the Rabbi Carigal has 
made me to wish that his picture 
might be deposited in the library of 
this college." Lopez agreed, touch- 
ed by Stiles' desire to “dignifle" the 
rabbi's portrait by placing It in so 
distlngrdshed a locale. The portrait 
was painted by Samuel King short- 
ly thereafter and deposited In the 
Yale library as a testament to their 
friendship. 

More than 200 years have passed, 
but Rabbi Carigal of Hebron'a im- 
pact on colonial America and on 
Jewish history remains. His ser- 
mon and his presence provided an 
important spiritual Unk for the tiny 
American Jewish community with 
the teachings and Ideals of world 
Jewry. 


minister officially proposed him for 
the 1950 Nobel Peace Prize. A book 
was written about him, and the 
Austrian resistance movement 
awarded him its medal. He also has 
a folder of letters of appreciation. 

Even his native Switzerland final- 
ly acknowledged him: In 1977, the 
dally “Der Buck" ran a six-part 
series on his exploits. 

. The publicity led to articles about 
him in the Hebrew daily "Ma'arlv" 
and, eventually, to his visit here. 

'T never protested about the Red 
Cross cold-shouldering me," 
Haefllger told The Post "I know I 
overstepped its guidelines and 
acted against Swiss neutrality by 
summoning the American armed 
forces to Mauthausen. But I acted 
according to my conscience." 

However, after the war his many 
applications for jobs In Switzerland 
i-were a*efiised t as If ^by sflept' agree- 
“ment. "You see, I always read 
■ ‘between ■•the- Hues that' they "con- 
sidered me unreliable, an adven- 
turer,” he said. "Was geht dich das 
an f” (What business is it of 
your's?) was the prevailing at- 
titude then. It has only slowly 
changed now," he added. 

Almost as an afterthought, 
Haefllger mentioned that in 1951 his 
testimony about the assistance he 
had received from SS officer Reiner 
helped the latter win his freedom.

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THE SQUELCH of soft, cloudy-purple figs 
and the smell of their ripeness followed us up 
the sun-warmed steps.* Pushing: back the 
ironwork gate, another smell assailed us — 
rosemary, begging for a trout or lamb chop 
to complement It. But this was no restaurant, 
although there was certainly enough to eat 
here for a few families and several animals. 

It is the Eln Kerem home of Michael and 
Rose Kerem (is there a connection between 
the place and the surname 7), where, for 
nearly IB years, they have lived and nur- 
tured their hill-aide garden, the highest in the 
village. 

Most striking about this blissful quiet spot 
is its naturalness. Nothing is forced. 
Everything grows so naturally In its place — 
on terrace, rock or stony ground — It seems 
to have been there forever. 

This is no imported English, French or 
American garden. There are no straight 
paths, "cultivated" herbaceous borders, 


rigidly arranged tulips or rows of constantly 
watered European plants. 

Instead, honeysuckle runs riot. Lavender 
springs forth. The scent of pine sap mingles 
with that of the hay tree. Artichokes bristle 
forth in marvellous still llfes. Geraniums, of 
course, grow unhindered. A plum has found 
life grafted on an almond. An old moss rose 
pokes its delicate deep pink petals forth 
beside another artichoke. 

And there is no straight run of “lawn," 
crispy mowed and implying "don't tread on 
me." Instead, pathways nuzzle into the 
hillside, meander up and down, seem to dis- 
appear, only to reappear on the other side of 
a fig tree or around a loquat. 

Amid all this wealth, are Mr. and Mrs. 
Kerem, as unforced as their garden, and as 
full of surprising twists and turns as it Is. 

"The garden... it's such an involvement,'? 
says Rose. "No, it's not effortless, but we're 
not compulsive about it." 


"People going in for flower shows with the 
‘biggest, most perfect rose,* it shouldn't he 
like that, competitive... the most perfect rose 
is in a garden, not a flower show." 

Michael's version: "You choose a place, 
something between what needs doing and 
what you'd like to do that day, and there you; 
work." He adapts Francis Bacon: "A garden 
is the purest joy." Thinks, then: "You do 
some menial thing, cleaning a little patch of 
ground, and afterwards, you feel, what joy, 
what pure joy!" 

The Kerems' garden, by mutual consent, Is 
entirely organic. It has a compost heap (with 
a bln for potential compost such as vegetable 
peelings in the kitchen) .- 

What do they grow here? "Things that 
don't take much time or water." In effect, in- 
digenous Israeli plants, things that have 
grown and tangled over this little stretch of 
earth for thousands of years. 


Michael: "You realize that you have more 
fruit than you can handle, because you're not 
in the produce business. So you decide, the 
birds can have some. Then you see that the- 
birds actually help a garden. Not just the 
pleasure of seeing and hearing them, but 
they help your garden grow by eating the in- 
sects. So they eat a little fruit too. 

"So you get to go about it ecologically. No 
spraying. And you read gardening books as 
others read cookbooks, and find out exciting 
things. Such as, there are certain plants 
which have an affinity for another plant, so 
you learn to grow them together." 

Artichokes were planted, he explained, as' 
a sop to the weeds. "If we're going to grow 
weeds, they might as well be cultivated." So 
these thistles became edible thistles (but a 
few are left to shoot out their marvellous 
blue hairs), and a local painter comes to 
. meticulously paint them, (and stick notices 


on them asking that they not be picked -• , 
two or three days’ time).

Hiroshi, who is an a ward- winning 
film director, commented t)iat he 
believes the family is making too 
much money on its Ikebana cer- 
tificates. He said he would "do 
something about it,” but was not in 
favour of giving up the hereditary 
system. 

"If we let one of the teachers 
head this organization, I think the 
whole Sogetsu would fall apart,” he 
said. 

Similar complaints are heard 
about the other schools, but it is a 
problem which will apparently be 
fought out between the schools and 
their adherents. There Is no govern- 
ment regulation of Ikebana schools.

"Better in a dinner of herbs where 
lave is, than a stalled ox and hatred 
therewith . " 

I LOVE TO cook with herbs and 
spices: I find they enhance the in- 
nate flavours of foods. They add 
elegance to even the most modest 
vegetable. And they remind me of 
places Tve never been but hope 
someday to visit. 

Dried bark and little seeds, fresh 
leaves and shriveled roots, spices 
and herbs have played an Impor- 
tant, part in man's history and sur- 
vival for thousands of years. Herbs 
and spicea have been used as 
currency, as medical treatments, 
to disguise rancidity, to preserve 
foods, and to make perfumes and 
incense. It’s no wonder then, that 
man fought and even died for them. 

Using fresh herbs Is Indeed a joy, 
and we are fortunate Indeed that 
in Israel, dill, coriander, parsley 
and mint are In almost constant 
supply the year through. I make 
frequent use of them In all kinds of 
foods. Fresh oregano, marjoram 
and basil add special flavour and 
colour to salads and sauces, not to 
mention rice and grain dishes. Mint 
is superb in vegetable or fruit 
salads. 

Many herbs can also be used to 
add to. or make, teas. Melissa, or 
lemon balm makes a great lemony 
flavoured tea. Fresh mint, sage and 
thyme have been used for centuries 
for relief from indigestion, 
headaches and various other 
maladies. 

You don't need a garden to grow 
herbs at home, many are Just ss 
comfortable in a windowbox. If you 
came for a visit right now, you'd 
find mint, marjoram, oregano, 
basil, marjoram-oregano, lemon 
-balm and geranium (a special 
variety for tea), soaking up the sun 
on my windowsill. And are they 
happy! 

My sister 11 sa has a porch full of 
herbs, from seeds she acquired in 
the U.S. She grows her own dill, 
mint, coriander, thyme, rosemary, 
basil, tarragon, borage and catnip 
— all in great profusion. “The first 
requirement" she tells me. “is a 
sunny window." 

The second requirement, if you 
ask me, is water. Some herbs re- 
quire more frequent watering than 
others, especially in hamsin. By the 
time I learned that mint requires 
far more water than I had given it, 
my first mint plant was just a 


camellias proved tnat they can do 
very well in Israeli soil and climate. 
But they cannot be profitably ex- 
ported, because of the weight of 
their big pots, their size and their 
price-tag. 

“But I'm sure that somebody in 
Israel will start growing them 
again,” Hess says confidently. 

Camellias are evergreens with 
more beautiful leaves than 
rosebushes, which, perhaps, makes 
up tor the lack of scent. They need 
porous, moist and arid soil to do 
well, and regular pruning to main- 
tain a pleasing shape, and healthy 
constitution. To ensure yearly 
*4loom, it is best to set the plant out- 
doors in late spring In the half 
shade so that it gets some summer 
sun. It also should be left cut In the 
night air when possible. j g

memory. Afterwards I was told 
that the secret is creating a moist 
atmosphere without overdoing it 
The third requirement is patience. 

Parsley is often a headliner In a 
herb patch, and one of the easiest 
herbs to grow. Curly parsley, un- 
available in Israel, can be grown 
from aeeds sent by a friend. Flat 
(Italian) parsley and curly parsley 
are both hardy and grow even in 
poor light. In addition to many 
vitamins and minerals, parsley 
contains chlorophyll — a great 
breath deodorizer. Perhaps the 
custom of garnishing a plate with 



parsley originated because of Its 
breath freshening capabilites. 

Parsley can also be used to create 
a natural cosmetic. A decoction, 
made by brewing parsley briefly in 
boiling water, is often used to 
cleanse the face, especially in case 
of skin eruptions. 

Mint is an old favourite for many 
people, because of its good taste 
and many uses. A weed, mint is es- 
pecially hardy and grows quite 
nicely in only partial sunlight. 
Besides its use in food and 
beverages, mint Is reputed to 
possess medicinal powers — useful 
particularly in the treatment of 
nausea, diarrhoea, nervous 


pecially destructive, in comparison 
to previous years. TTie Council felt 
that the one way of changing this 
sort of anti-social behaviour would 
be to reach children at a very young 
age.

WE WERE taking our grandson out 
for a walk in Jerusalem's 
Independence Park in : the centre of 
the city on a recent Saturday after- 
noon when we noticed two elderly, 
distinguished-looking gentlemen, 
.apparently of Sephardic origin, 
walking by. One of them carried an 
enormous drum, bound by a wide 
leather strap, while the other had 
an elongated trumpet which 
another passerby described to ua as 
an "enfar . " 

It was warm and there was 
Spring in the air. We were pleasantly 
idling our time away when we 
suddenly became attracted by a 
powerful and rhythmic beating of 
the drum, accompanying an ex- 
citing Oriental tune by the 


headache and heartburn. 

Marjoram is another possibility 
for the windowsill. herb gardener. 
Wonderful in soups, stews, salads, 
dressings, cheese omelettes and es- 
pecially spaghetti sauces, mar- 
joram requires full sunlight. 
Medicinally, marjoram is con- 
sidered very effective taken a a a 
tea in combination - with 
chamomile, for the relief of sour 
stomach, loss of appetite, sup- 
pressed menstruation, headaches 
and indigestion. 

To prepare fresh herb tea, always 
steep — never boil — herbs. Put a 
spoonful of herbs in boiling water 
and turn the fire off. Let It sit for 
several — up to 20 — minutes. 

There are so many herbs to 
choose from, that your choice to 
start out with, should probably de- 
pend on the styles of foods you like 
to cook. I like to chop herbs coarse- 
ly, rather than finely, for addition 
-to most foods. I also find that I use 
less salt when I use more fresh 
herbs. 

If you're starting from seeds, sow 
them thinly in rows or In pots. As 
the seedlings develop, thin them as 
necessary. Despite the claims that 
poor or garden soil Is best for herb 
growing, often poor soil Is actually 
dead soil — free from the bacteria 
vital to the life and health of any 
plant. Use a good variety (perhaps 
mixed with your garden soil) that 
you pick up at a greenhouse or plant 
store. 

Several houseplant stores now 
carry small herb plants that you 
can transplant to your windowbox 
at home. But If you're travelling up 
north one holiday afternoon, you 
can pick them up a lot cheaper at 
Kibbutz Yifat or Moshav Amlrlm. 

At either place you'll find that the 
grower has a passion for plants. At 
Yifat, Israel Baron began growing 
herbs as a hobby. Today he heads a 
greenhouse full of scents and 
colours, open to the public every 
day from 6 a.m. to 4 p.m. and Shab- 
bat fr om 1 0 - 12 : 00 . 

At Amlrlm, Yael Goldman Is as 
lovely aa her herb garden. Yael alao 
began growing herbs as a hobby, 
mid Is Just now opening her collec- 
tion to the public.

IS80,000 new ceiling 
for savings plan 

Post Economic Reporter 
The Knesset Finance Committee 
decided upon the following changes 
in bank savings plans yesterday: 
The “120 Plus" plan will have a 
ceiling of IS80.000 instead of IS9.000 
and interest for the first two years 
has been raised to 30 per cent, since 
the deposit is not linked. 

Under the "90,000” housing plan 
offered by Otzar Lahayal. banks 
can now offer special conditions to 
career army personnel, if they join 
the plan by the end of June. 

The committee approved in- 
creased benefits in other savings 
plans as well. Depositors who 
switch from one plan to another, for 
instance, will receive a 20 per cent 
grant instead of 14 per cent, to com- 
pensate them for the loss of one 
month's linkage. 
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Ml Vbur Appliances Under One Roof ^ 
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Cyprus -Cairo air corridor, and laid 
the groundwork for the first direct 
flights. 

"There is an enormous, untaooed 
reservoir in Cairo of non-Egyptians 
interested in visiting Israel. Coupl- 
ed .with Americans, Europeans. 
Israelis, and. Arabs who will now 
find It more -convenient to come 
here for medical care and family 
reunions via Cairo, they will make 
it necessary for us to increase the 
number of planes and buses 
currently operating between the 
two cities." 

Several weeks ago Arbib’s 
partner In Cairo, Elharay El Zayat, 
owner of Eroeco Travel, called to 
say he had a group of Indian 
Moslems sitting in his office and 
anxious to visit Israel. 

"The Indians were vacationing in 
Egypt." explains Arbib. "It had 
never occurred to them to come 
here before. Then they discovered 
that for a few dollars they could 
visit Jerusalem. They said that 
there were many other Indian 
Moslems who would certainly 
follow suit. The problem was that 
they work in Saudi Arabia and 
could not have 'Israel' stamped in 
their passports. We didn’t have 
enough time to arrange a special 
procedure for them." 

Aharon Levy of the Interior 
ministry says that Israel does not 
have the type of agreement with In- 
dia that permits nationals of either 
country to enter without having 
their passports stamped. However, 
The JeruMUem Poet has been told, 
in the future Indians working in 
Arab states can enter Israel as 
Arab citizens have for years; either 
on second passports or on group 
passports. 

Exneco has also relayed to VIP in 
recent weeks requests from three 
groups of Yugoslav Moslems, part 
of a community numbering four 
and a half million, who wish to visit 
holy places in this country. 


"Apparently, for many Moslems 
it Is psychologically easier to come 
to Israel via an Arab country,” says 
Arbib. "For Communists, .also.” 
VTP has just hosted its second 
group in aa many months of Polish 
Catholic pilgrims who crossed into 
Israel at El Arista. The company is 
now preparing to send a staff 
member to Warsaw to arrange for 
regular Egypt/Holy Land tours. ‘ 

"Our idea at VIP was always to 
somehow design programmes 
allowing tourists to visit several 
countries in this region," says Ar- 
bib. "We know that there were 
many people visiting either Egypt 
or Jordan, who could also he in* 
terested In coming here. In fact, 
we've always worked well with the 
Jordanians, telexing them through 
New York or East Jerusalem, 
together bringing tourists from the 
U.S. to Amman and then across the 
bridge. 

"Initially, never dreaming there 
would one day be a direct connec- 
tion between Tel Aviv and Cairo, we 
planned to sell Egypt/Jor- 
d an /Israel package tours'. Now 
that's become a reality, too.” 

VIP’s other ongoing projects in- 
clude a new tourist brochure 
designed to sell Israel to the many 
westerners employed by Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf States who 
regularly vacation in Cairo. 

The company is also prepared to 
organize tours for Egypt's large 
Coptic population, should the Israel 
government take control of the dis- 
puted Deir el-Sultah monastery 
away' from the Ethiopians — until 
that time the Coptic pope has bann- 
ed his followers from travelling to 
Jerusalem. 

"We anticipate that, even without 
the Copts, five or six thousand 
tourists, businessmen, students, 
and government officials will travel 
between the two countries this 
year,” said Arbib. 


oi Ef- Call to consumers to boycott 
— overpriced fruit, vegetables

TEL AVIV. — Maya Tavorl, the 
managing director of the Israel 
Consumer Council (ICC), called on 
consumers to stop buying goods 
that start skyrocketing in price, es- 
pecially fruits and vegetables. 

In an editorial in the latest issue 
of Ma Kedni, the. monthly magazine 
of ICC. she called on everyone — 
even those with ample means — to 
go out on strike and not buy goods 
that show unreasonable price rises. 
Only this way can consumers force 
retailers to lower their prices, she

4 1 
happened with felafel. where tough 
competition brought the price down 
to IS1 per portion. Now Ashkelon is 
in the midst of a chicken war. When 
two new butcher shops announced 
they would sell fresh chicken for 
IS10 per kilo, several veteran 
butchers lowered their price to 
IS9.5. With the new butchers now 
down to IS9, it seems that the battle 
hasn't ended yet. 

In other parts of the country the 
price of fresh chicken will go up to 
about IS12 per kilo. This comes in 
the wake of a decision by the 
agriculture ministry to raise the 
price to the farmer for live chicken 
to IS6.10 per kilo. 

According to the Histadrut’s 
Agricultural Centre there is now a 
shortage of fresh chicken on the 
market, while frozen chicken, 
which increased in price after 
Pessah, Is not being bought. The 
Agricultural Centre estimates that 


there are now about 400 tons of un- 
sold frozen chicken in cold storage. 

The centre blames the govern- 
ment for this situation, because 
when the price of frozen chicken 
was Increased imported frozen beef 
did not go up in price too. The 
government, the Agricultural Cen- 
tre says, should have increased the 
price of imported beef by 33 per 
cent — a straight price rise of 13 per 
cent (the same proportion that 
frozen chicken was increased), plus 
‘ the 20 pen cent levy which the 
g ove r nment bad decided to place on 
imported frozen beef sometime 
“go- ' J •

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The only decision 

THE DECISION as to whether Israel should join in the U.S. 
boycott of the Moscow Olympic Games has been a difficult one, 
but can no longer be avoided. It must, of course, be a political 
decision. 

The politicization of international sports is obviously 
something to be avoided, if possible. After the Soviet invasion 
into Afghanistan it 1 a plainly not possible — and the Russians, 
who for decades have been the leading politickers in inter- 
national sports, are hardly entitled to complain. 

President Carter’s move to boycott the Moscow Olympics was 
a welcome, if somewhat belated, sign of America's recognition 
of the threat of Soviet armed expansion — and of America’s 
determination not to condone it any longer. From the start it has 
been inconceivable that Israel should fail to support this show of 
determination’ by joining in the boycott. 

There has, perhaps, been room to question whether the sym- 
bolic Issue of the Olympics was worth being made so important 
a target of Mr. Carter's newly developed sense of outrage at the 
Soviets. It seems that not enough attention was paid by the 
White House, in vetoing the participation of U.S. athletes in the 
Moscow event, to the chances of pulling along most of the 
Western democracies and neutral Third World countries — and 
even America's own Olympic Committee. 

Early doubts as to whether Mr. Carter would in fact persevere 
in his resolve to punish the Soviet Union for its aggression in 
Afghanistan, were also not wholly unwarranted. 

America has stood its ground, however, and now it has also 
been joined by a number, however small, of major sporting 
nations. With the final deadline for a decision at hand, Israel, 
which cuts a rather modest figure in international sports, has 
only one choice. The Israel Olympics Committee must, when it 
meets on Thursday, take a firm decision fully supporting the 
U.S. bid to stay away from Moscow. 

hi taking this decision, however, the specific difficulties it , 
presents for Israel should be. fully appreciated, and widely 
publicized. 

Fbr the U.S. and its allies'on this issue (among which Egypt 
has been one of the earliest) , the boycott of the Olympics is like- 
ly to prove a one-time affair. Once efforts to revive the East- 
West detente have borne fruit, as it may be assumed they will, 
sooner or later, there will be a renewal of universal participa- 
tion in the Olympics. 

Or rather nearly universal: to the possible exclusion, that is, 
of Israel. Alone among the nations of Use world, Israel is running 
the risk that its adherence to the boycott may be used against it 
as part of the campaign by the Arab and the Communist blocs to 
freeze the Jewish state out of international sports. 

Attempts to obtain guarantees of U.S. backing for Israel in 
such an eventuality have so far proven fruitless. 

The risk to Israel sports is a very real one. But at a time when 
the world's nations must choose sides and openly declare their 
colours, Israel cannot Jbut throw in its lot with the American-led 
group that has, through the boycott of the Moscow Olympics, 
convicted the Soviet Union of rank aggression in Afghanistan. 

No privileged stones 

THE DENIZENS of Mea Shearim need fear no evil: although it 
is hardly a secret that last Saturday's stone throwers on the 
Ramot road have again come from (and later disappeared) 
among them, their ultra-orthodox neighbourhood is wholly safe 
from any such collective retribution as, say, a curfew. 

Perhaps the reason for the blithe attitude of the authorities 
has something to do with the fact that we are now on the eve of 
the Festival of Shavuot, which celebrates the giving of the 
Torah. But on the evidence of the past, this is not very likely. 

What was it that prompted the latest outbreak? Mayor Kbllek, 
who (unlike government leaders) at once excoriated the law- 
breakers, suggested that it was an expression of newly erupted 
tensions within the Neturei Karta community itself. This is 
plausible enough. 

The Jewish community in this country has long tolerated their 
shenanigans — because they are, after all, Jews (enjoying some 
considerable support in the U.S.), and because they are. or are 
thought to be, a moderately harmless nuisance. Their stones 
may hurt our bones but they will not destroy our state. And they 
do not hurl fire-bombs or hand-grenades. 

It is doubtful, however, whether tolerance would have gone as 
far as it has lately, if an orthodox, though Zonlst, party were not 
in charge of the police ministry, and an ultra-orthodox and anti- 
Zionist party were not wielding disproportionate power within 
the present coalition. The practical result is virtual licence for 
anarchy — when practised by some religious Jews under an 
alleged divine dispensation. 

There Is, it is safe to say, no warrant for such licence either in 
the Torah or in the laws of Israel. 
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Post Political Correspondent Mark Segal talks to Moshe Dayan 

A call for consistency 




ONLY A CONSISTENT policy on 
the West Bank and In Gaza can en- 
sure law and order, says Moshe 
Dayan, who, as defence minister, 

was responsible for enlightened 
military rule between 1967 and 1974. 

Tough measures should be pur- 
sued to crnsh all disturbers of the 
peace, he said irrespective of what 
Europe and the UN might have to 
say. 

However, Indiscriminate punitive 
action must be carefully avoided. 
And care must be taken to avoid 
hurting anyone wining to keep 
public order. 

Dayan was talking in an ex- 
clusive Shavuot Interview with The 
Jerusalem Post and "Yediot 
Aharonot." 

Irrespective of President Sadat’s 
hot-and-cold technique In the 
autonomy talks, Dayan was more 
convinced than ever before that 
Israel's tactics were wrong, and 
that Sadat had no mandate to speak 
for either King Hussein or the 
Palestinians. 

His attitude to trouble-makers in 
the territories was epitomized in 
the earthy Spanish proverb he 
quoted. Better, the proverb said, to 
stamp out a field of thorns with 
one's bare feet before they had 
grown; later, they would resist a 
herd of elephants. Remarking on 
the threat of a PLO spokesman to 
“make Israel's life a hell," Dayan 
said the tables must be turned. If 
PLO people made trouble, their 
lives must be made hellish. 

By way of preamble, Dayan 
spoke about his visit to the mortally 
ill ex-Mayor of Hebron, Sheikh 
Mohammed All Ja'abari. He had 
been disgusted to hear that atten- 
dants at the funeral of the Kiryat 
Arba victims bad gone on a ram- 
page, and broken the windows of 
the Ja’abari home. The 90-year-old 
man is paralysed and dying. Dayan 
was appalled that no one In authori- 
ty had the decency to call on the old. 
man and express Israel's revulsion 
at what had happened. 

"I wished to express my shame. I 
won't comment on what the 
military governor has or has not 
done, or whether he should have 
gone to see the old man. 

"My visit was more than just a 
private event, although I went as a 
private person. I Insisted on not 
having an official escort, for I 
wanted to avoid official overtones. 

“My visit was authorized during 
the curfew and I was warmly 
. received by the entire family 
assembled at the bedside. We only 
had coffee, and I declined their in- 
vitation for lunch. 

. “I kissed Ja'abari on both cheeks 
and presented him with a cake 
Rachel (Mrs. Dayan) had baked. 
He certainly took in what I said, 
and his relatives were able to inter- 
pret his reactions." 

Dayan was accompanied by 
Jerusalem District Commissioner 
Rafl Levi, who was bora in Hebron, 
knows its people well, and speaks 
their dialect. Levi had assisted 
Dayan from 1967 in his contacts 
with the Hebron leadership. 

WHEN DAYAN asked them 
whether there was anything he 
could do to help, they said all 
Hebronites suffered from the 
curfew, but the jsoor most of all. 

He noted at this point that 
thousands of Hebronites had moved 
to Jerusalem since 1967, and the 
Ja'abari family told him some of 
them wanted to send food for the 
Hebron poor. He explained he could 
hardly get Involved in military 
government affairs. However, he 
asked them whether he could bring 
a specialist from Israel or 
elsewhere for their father. 

They did try to discuss the pre- 
sent position but he said he was 
merely a private person and would 
not be into discussion. 

Dayan's face shone with pleasure 
as he spoke fondly of his ties with 
the Ja'abari family. The old man 
had once visited his Zahala home, 
and he had Invited the family again 
to visit him. 

He certainly did not accept any 
attempt to equate the Hebron 
killings with the terrorist raid on 
Mlsgav Am. Dayan had heard 
nothing that would link the killings, 
with the cabinet’s decision to settle 
Jews in the heart of Hebron. 
"However, my sources said there 
was no certainty there was not a 
connection," he added. 
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Much tougher line 

MOSHE DAYAN believes that President Sadat’s recent 
speech Is the harbinger of a much tougher Egyptian line. 

Asked whether Sadat's hardening position was a function 
of internal and external difficulties or part of a gr a nd 
design, he said the Egyptian president was under pressure 
at home and abroad, and he was seeking ways to 
demonstrate Egypt’s Arabist nature. 

“All of a sadden, out of the bine, he singles out the Copts, 
emphasizing that Egypt Is a Moslem nation.” 

Dayan also believes that Sadat Is striving, by raising the 
temperature , 1 to exert pressure on the U.S. to persuade 
Israel not to take such stops as legislating on Jerusalem and 
establishing more settlements in the territories. • 
hu speech was an expression of his extremely difficult 
position, with no other Arab country supporting him, and 
Dayan believes that Israel should take Sadat’s warnings 
most seriously: “I take him to be signalling that he is in 
great distress in his isolation in the Arab world, and all the 
steps he has taken so far to establish a rapprochement with 
the other Arab countries have failed.” 

That was also the reason for the latest changes In his 
government: "Thus, . I expect Mm to become a much 
tougher partner In the autonomy negotiations, putting much 
harder demands to us,” Dayan predicted. 

While he does not expect Sadat to cancel the peace 
process, Dayan wQl not be surprised If toe Egyptians make 
many more about the details and contents of toe 

peace agreement. 

What worries the former foreign minister Is the spate of 
reports about the dismissals of Egyptian officials who have 
been In close contact with Israelis over toe peace process. 

All told, he predicts a much tougher Egyptian negotiating 
partner when the talks are resumed. 


He stressed how wrong he 
thought the authorities had been In 
not ejecting at the start the Kiryat 
Arba squatters from the Old 
Hadassah building In Hebron. 

He believed the terrorist act was 
the work of a local gang; It recalled 
the murder of the soldier in Hebron 
market. 

HE AGREED that the situation In 
the territories had seriously 
deteriorated. 

In the past, the West Bank 
leadership had often claimed they 
could not prevent terrorism. “When 
Ja'abari was mayor of Hebron, and 
during Elias Frelj's earlier in- 
cumbency at Bethlehem, that was 
certainly the case." 

However, attitudes bad become 
radicalized and the official leaders 
have not condemned stone- 
throwing, tyre-burning, business 
strikes and inflammatory 


authorities that the damage will be 
greater for them in the long run. 
“They have to realise that their dis- 
turbances of the peace won't make 
the IDF leave the area, or result In 
a Palestinian state." 

He remarked, with much 
firmness, that “if the PLO wanted 
to make life hell for Israel, then 
they should discover that terror will 
make their Uvea hellish." 

DAYAN HAD some indications that 
PLO-lnsptred unrest was affecting 
local people negatively. He had In- 
formation that wealthy West 
Bankers were transferring their 
capital elsewhere, and skilled peo- 
ple were moving to other countries 
in search of regular work. 

“They must realise that they can 
allow things to deteriorate to the 
degree where local people will sell 
off their land and leave, thereby im-

speeches. In Dayan's opinion, the 
established leaders cannot claim 
they are unable to establish who. 
was behind the violence. They could 
take preventive steps if they wish- 
ed. 

The former defence minister 
found It repugnant that Israeli 
soldiers should have to chase 
teenage trouble-makers. This 
would make for ridicule; the local 
people should tackle the problem. 

However, motivation for such 
preventive or punitive action hing- 
ed on the prevailing social oil mate. 
The authorities must make it clear 
to the mayors and other local 


No, he would certainly not call it 
anything as dramatic as “civil 
rebellion." Israeli life certainly 
was not affected. Even if some 
Arab labourers stayed away from 
work, 'they had little influence on 
the economy. 

Dayan referred to wider 
developments In order to unders- 
tand the changed West Bank 
climate. There had been a 
radicalization throughout the Arab 
world; strong xenophobic trends 
had culminated in Khomeiniam. 
Even Sadat, in hia latest speech, 
had found It necessary to

Dayan had observed signs of this 
trend for some time in Egypt, for 
instance In the refusal to allow the 
U.S. to use the Sinai bases. 

The 1980s had begun with the 
legitimization of the use of force for 
political purposes, whether with 
local Palestinians, the Russians in 
Afghanistan or Khomeini in Bran.

A b oundar y line had been crossed 
when political activism had 
deteriorated into acts of violence. 
Some had been committed by local 
gangs; others originated with the 
PLO outside Israel. While he 
preferred not to speak in terms of 
"civil rebellion," Dayan' saw In- 
■ dications of even less appetizing 
trends. 

Mayors and other local leaders 
must be held responsible for all acts 
of disorder because It was in their 
power to stop them, he said sternly. 

He would have acted firmly, and 
if necessary he would have expelled 
agitators. However, care must be 
taken not to harm the innocent, and 
a clear distinction must be made In 
punitive action. There should be no 
wholesale collective punishment of 
an entire region. Punishment 
should be more selective. If Hebron 
misbehaved, then its people must 
he taught a lesson, but that did not 
mean sanctions should be Imposed 
on Tulkarm. .
